VANISH ON ROAD 


TO BLUE ISLAND 


Case Containing Gems 
Is Left onCurb or 
Jolted from Car 


Jewels valued at $10,000, which Mrs. 
L. C. Fowler, wife of Cecil G. Fowler 
of Lafayette, Ind., banker and hotel 
owner, had taken precautions to pro- 
tect on leaving home for Chicago sev- 
eral days ago, were lost yesterday on 
the road between this city and Blue 
Island. 

Mrs. Fowler feared to leave the jew- 
els, consisting of diamonds and pearls, 
in their home when she decided to mo- 
tor to Chicago with her husband, so 
she packed them In a velvet jewel case 
and came to Chicago without mishap. 

Mr. and Mrs. Fowler and H. H. Dun- 
bar, manager of the Fowler hotel, 
owned by Mr. Fowler, started back to- 
ward Lafayette from the Blackstone 
hotel at 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon.

BRITISH PLANE 
‘START TODAY? 
St. Johns Trial Indicates 
an Effort to Be First 
Across Atlantic. 


| St. Johns, N. F., April 10.—[Special.] 
—At 5 o’clock this afternoon the first 
aeroplane flight witnessed in New- 
foundland took place when the British 
Sopwith biplane made its first test 
preparatory trans-Atlantic dash. The 
weather was ideal, with a cloudless 
sky and westerly wind. | , 

The biplane ascended to a height of 
2,000 feet, hovered for a brief space 
over Mount Pear! field, and then start- 
ed in a westerly direction and was 
soon lost to the sight of the thousands 
of spectators who thronged the streets. 
It attained an altitude of about 3,000 
feet, covered a distance of sixty-five 
miles in forty-two minutes, and at- 
tained a speed of over a hundred miles 
an hour on the homeward stretch, 
alighting without a hitch. 

The plane was equipped practically 
as it will be when the trans-Atlantic 
flight is undertaken and the test proved 
in every respect satisfactory.

ALLIES RESCUED 
AFTER LOSING 
ODESSA BATTLE 


GENEVA, April 10.—[By the As- 
sociated Press. ]——-Some details concern- 
ing the evacuation of Odessa by the 
allies have been received here from 
Bucharest. | | 

These are to the effect that the 
allied army was overwhelmed by the 
Ukrainian soviet troops, who outnum- 
bered them six or seven to one. 

The allies fought stubbornly in the 
streets for many hours, but finally 
retreated to the port, where they were 
rescued by allied ships. The French 
troops suffered most. 

The advices from Bucharest say the 
retreat of the allies has greatly en- 
couraged the bolsheviki. 


Hoover Fears Vienna 
Is Near Starvation 


PARIS, April 10.—Herbert Hoover, 
director general of relief, states that he 
has arranged through the supreme 
economic council on behalf of the four 
governments, for the provision of 
finance, shipping and foodstuffs, which 
has enabled the delivery into Austria of 
about 10,000 tons of foodstuffs in Jan- 
uary, 22,000 tons in February, and 37,- 
000 tons in March, of a total value of 
about $15,000,000. 

The gradual exhaustion of internal 
supplies, Mr. Hoover points out, neces- 
sitates an increase, if Vienna and the 
other larger points are to avoid star-

Wilson Makes Plea. 

The adoption of the section exempt- 
ing the Monroe doctrine was the only 
real exemption made during the meet- 
ing. President Wilson offered the 
amendment and made a plea for it. 
saying he believed the doctrine was 
protected under the terms of the cove- 
nant as they stood, but because of the 
demands for specific exemption, he 
felt it imperative that the amendment 
should be added. There was some 
adverse argument, but the amendment 
was adopted. without prolonged oppo 
sition.

One of the letters, put in evidence 
by Mr. Black, was rom Mrs. Ella Nel- 
son Harlan of New York, who wrote 
that Mrs. Black had remarked the 
complete happiness of her family re 
lations while recently visiting in the 
east. 

Dr. Hatton testified that when he 
examined the body he found black 
specks around the wound in the roof of 
the mouth that resembled powder 
marks and that the bullet had lodged 
agairst the skull. 

“ Was death accidental?” the coroner

controversy between the railroad ad-i 
ministration and the department of 


commerce’s industrial board, which 
was brought to a head late today by 
the definite and final refusal of Direc- 
tor General Hines to accept the new 


stee] price schedule approved by the| 


board after conferences with the steel 
industry. 

This announcement was made in a 
statement issued for the industrial 
board by its chairman, George N. Peek, 
after the director general had made 
public his final decision. The opening 
break between the two government 
agencies came after Mr. Hines anc 
Chairman Peek had conferred for about 
an hour. 

Calls Prices Too High. 


Mr. Hines based his refusal to ac- 
cept the prices on the grounds that 
the prices were “too high”; that the 

_ industrial board had no power to im- 
pose its schedule on the railroad ad. 
ministration, and that the restoration 
of industry to a peace basis “ would be 
retarded” if a governmental agency 
were bound by the board’s recom. 
mendations. 

In a Btatement denouncing the atti- 
tude of the railroad administration, by 
which it was asserted “the govern. 
ment is exhibited as setting up an in- 
dustrial policy with one hand and de- 
stroving it with another,” Chairman 
Peek warned against the ralflroad ad- 
ministration’s exercise of its power of 
‘monopolistic buying” of rails and de- 

s that “the director general must 
assume full responsibility for the re- 
sults.” 

Follows New York Conference. 


The final conference between Mr. 
Peek and Mr. Hines followed a meet- 
ing in New York yesterday, attended 
by Mr. Peek, Robert S. Lovett, and 
Henry Walters, advisers to Mr. Hines; 
ii. H. Gary and other steel men, at 
which the producers refused to consid- 
er any further lowering of prices.

TRYING THE KAISER. 

It is impossible from the American point of view 
to have much patience with squabbles in the peace 
conference over the trial and punishment of the 
kaiser. We can appreciate that in England and 
France he is bitterly hated and we in America 
have no reason to be concerned about his fate. He 
has helped to make more mischief than any gov-. 
ernment has ever been guilty of, perhaps, in his- 
tory. But the Paris delegates have their hands 
full of problems that do concern us and the world 
more than any possible question of any man’s pun- 
ishment. Half of Europe is in flames of revolution 
and the fire spreads daily. Hanging the kaiser will 
not stop bolshevism or advance us one step towards | 
the peace in which alone lies the safety of civ- 
ilization. 

But if the case of the kaiser must’be thrust into 
this crisis we should pray the Paris conference 
lays hold of such common sense as it can muster | 
and deals with the problem practically with some 
regard for the lessons of experience. Only expe- 
diency can or should govern the decision. We can-| 
not pretend a trial of Wilhelm would be anything 
but a solemn farce. It would be the formal convic- 
tion of a culprit already convicted. The court 
would go through motions already determined. If 
it wae intended that he should be executed, the 


be given some other predetermined penalty. 

Waiving the embarrassment of setting a prece- 
dent by which any ruler or supreme agent of a na- 
tional policy might, in case of defeat, be punished 
for acts-done officially in the supposed interest of 
his country, there is the question of how to dispose 
of the Kaiser so as to be rid of him and his influ- 
ence. Would shooting him at sunrise or hanging 
him accomplish the result wanted? We doubt it. 
The execution of kings in the past has achieved 
as little good as their assassination. The British, 
some of whom are now clamoring for Wilhelm’s 
head, cut off that of Charles Stuart something over 
‘two centuries ago. The result, after a little time, 
was the restoration of his son and, after centuries, 
‘the persistence of a sentimental devotion which 
still has its grotesque though organized survival in 
Jacobean societies. When the English drove 
the other son of Charles I. out of the land, the 
Stuart cause became a futility. . 

As for the French, they once beheaded a king 
and queen and it was not many years before they 
had the family once again upon the throne. Na- 
poleon escaped with his life and passed his last 
days in a martyrdom of exile which helped mate- 
rially to hand down to his nephew an inheritance 
of glory colored by sentimental pathos. 

The kaiser today is nearer down and done for 
than he will be if he is put through a form of trial 
at which his histrionic instinct might assert itself 
and efface the disgrace of his flight from @ sore 
tried army. The kaiser and his kin are not only | 
done for with their enemies, they are done for in> 
Germany, for they deserted the army and thelr | 
colleagues and comrades in a gréat moment of 
peril, ran away ingloriously from their own people, 
and now are spending their time whimpering and 
apologizing, denying, and shirking blame upon 
their agents. What could be more satisfactory 
than this? What could be more foolish than to set 
them up in the glory of a world court or in the 
grim romance of a scaffold? They are contemptible 

now and therefore powerless. The Paris confer- 
ence is foolish if it letids’ them any dignity. 


PUNISH THIS GUILTY ONE. 

United States soldiers at $30 a month were em- 
ployed to build roads in southern states. They 
worked alongside Negro civilians who were paid 
$5 and $6 a day. They entered the army to be 
soldiers. They were willing to sacrifice every- 
thing for America. They endured the strictest 
training and discipline. They joined the army as 
fighting men. They were forced, under army dis- 
cipline, to become road laborers. 

Who did this? And why does not the guilty one 

_ face charges in a criminal coyt? 

Can the company commander of a unit from the 
University of Wisconsin be held responsible? No, 
he Was under orders from the colonel. Can the 
colonel be held? Not so; his orders came from the 
division commander. Then the division commander? 
No, for he got orders from Washington. 

Who in Washington sanctioned this gross mis- 
conduct? The trail seerns to lead straight to the 
door of Secretary Baker. Surely it was his bust- 
ness to know if men of the United States army 
were being used for other than military purposes. 

There is no doubt of the wrong done because 
congress has ordered the soldier-laborers paid on 
the basis of the wages given to Negro laborers who 
worked with them. The Negroes were paid $5 and 
$6 a day. The soldiers who enlisted to fight in 
France got $30 a month. The southern states will 

me have to make up the difference. But even this 
Wmoney does not come out of the state treasuries, 
‘but out of a federal road gift. But the point is, 
congress has declared by its action that the

If the Germans balk we must be part of the force 
to make them agree. To make them agree might 
mean another war. What else than another war 
would make them agree? ae 

This is not peace. It is suspended hostility. It is 
threat of renewed war. Perpetual peace? The 
scheme is disclosed as the wildest dream. A war 
to end war? Better think of {t as a war to make 
others. fs 

We do not say that the terms are wrong. We 
merely say to Americans that they had better 
study them and think of them candidly. And then, 
if they really want to avoid war, they had better 
make themselves so strong that no nation would 
invite a war with them. 3 

They can do this by giving their young men 
military training. If they do not they may give 
them military graves. Six months or a year in 
barracks may be better, in nerally accepted 
human philosophy, than an ecedity ina grave, 3

{The Irish Homestead} 


It is culture which gives character, intellectual and 
spiritual atmosphere to a man or woman. The Danes 


attached the greatest imports noe to this. The founder | 


of their high school system realized that it is of the 
first importance to make @ man a good human being, 
more important even than it is to make him‘an effi- 
cient business man or to equip him with scientific 
knowledge. Therefore as the center of that educa- 
tion Danes were taught the history and literature of 
Denmark, the story of their national heroes, the poe- 
try, folk songs and music which were peculiar to their 
country, together with a survey of world history; in 
fact, they imparted a culture, a knowledge of the best 
which had been thought or done by Danes. The chil. 
Gren at our national schools are laying the founda- 
tions for acquiring knowledge rather than acquiring 
culture, an economic policy or scientific education. 
They are too young to comprehend all that is in- 
volved in the idea of a national culture. An Irish 
rural university would impart to its pupils a know!l- 
edge of Irish literature, the legendary history, the 
story of national héroes, all noble deeds, all exalta- 
tion of mind manifesting itself in poetry, music, song, 
or action. We were made by that past: we are the 
inheritors of it. But all that vast literature and tradi- 
tion is today almost unknown to Irish people. Its 
beauties are only known to scholars. Yet generation 


: after generation of our ancestors had dreams of 


beauty, sacrificed themselves for causes, did memora- 
ble things and they were recorded, but that record 
is little known. The music is extraordinary in its 
appeal, but it also is known but to few. Without a 
culture of some kind a man is spiritually a boor. He 
may be an efficient worker at his business, but he wil] 
make any educated person feel that behind hfs busi- 
ness efficiency his soul is empty and he is hardly 
more than an intellectual animal. One of the aims. 
the central aim, indeed, of an Irish peasant univer- 
sity should be to give access to that vast treasure 
house of Irish tradition, song, story, and music to 
every person enrolled as a pupil.

THE SPLEEN. 

KE. M. writes: I have been hav- 
ing some trouble with my spleen 
for the last year. Will you please 

| ® tell me if spleen trouble is always 

serious? What is’ the function of 
the spleen? Is it a blood or nerve disor- 
cer. Is there any exercise or diet good 


: for it? I had my tonsils taken out about 


, two months ago and my general health 
|is much improved, excepting this trouble 
with the spleen. : 
REPLY. 

The spleen is located on the left side 
of the abdomen, well up under the ribs. 
So thoroughly is it stuck away behind 
the ribs that {ft cannot be felt unless it 
is enlarged or displaced. Its dimensions 
are about 5 inches by 3 inches by 1.5 


It is necessary to give approximate meas- 
| urements and weights, because it is a 
soft organ ané it is shaped by the pres- 
sure of surrounding organs. It is a blood 
reservoir, and its.weight varies with the 
amount of blood it contains. 

It might almost be called a heart, since, 
'Mke the heart, it contracts (though 


' slightly) and relaxes with some rhythm 


and thus helps a little in keeping ‘the 
blood in circulation. 

It might be called a blood bladder, 
since it serves as a reservoir for blood, 
_fncreasing in size after each hearty meal 
and under other circumstances, The 
arteries pour blood right into the spleen 
‘spaces. It differs from the other bliad- 
ders, in that it is something more than 
a@ reservoir. 

It seems probable that while the blood 
is in the spleen it is changed, though 
just what the change is no one knows. 
| One group holds that in some way it has 
to do with digestion, since it enlarges 
three or four hours after meals. An- 
other group holds that it makes red 


| blood cells; a third that it destroys these 


cells. These two views are not so far 
apart as they seem, since nature eco- 
nomically uses the wreckage of old cells 
in the making of new ones. A fourth 
group holds that the spleen. makes uric 
acid. 

That it has to do with the blood is 
proven by its djseases. In some forms 
of anemia the spleen enlarges; in leuke- 
mit it attains enormous size. In ma- 
laria, a blood disease, the enlarged spleen 
is called ague cake. In typhoid fever, 
pneumonia, pyemia, acute blood poison- 
ing, the spleen enlarges, because in each 
the bacteria are in the blood. If the 
blood cannot esgape from the _ spleen 
readily the organ enlarges. 

And now to answer directly J. E. M.'s 
question: ‘Spleen trouble” is a very 
loose term, and includes both serious 
conditions and conditions of minor econ- 
sequence. The function of the spleen 
has been covered. To say that it is a 
blood disorder would come nearer the 
truth than to call it a nerve disoriler. 
An accurate answer would depend on the 
type of spleen trouble. There are no 
diets or exercises that have any ma- 
terial bearing on spleen troubles.
